Dean of Producers Is Flooded 
With Congratulations 


Began Successful Theatrical 
Career Early in the '70s 


Says Stage Situation Today Is 
Same as 25 Years Ago 


New York, Dec. 23.—Daniel Froh- 
man, the dean of the theatrical pro- 
ducers, is recelving congratulations of 
hundreds of friends on the forty-sec- 
ond Christmas anniversary of his 
connection with the legitimate stage. 

Today he graciously received a rep- 
resentative of The Billboard at his of- 
fices in the Lyceum Theater Build- 
ing. Surrounded by hundreds of 
relics collected together from promi- 
nent stage stars and managers a!l 
over the earth, he leaned back in his 
mahogany chair before a big flat-top 
office desk and ventured the state- 
ment that he was 4s fit as a fiddle and 
still able to put over a few smashing 
hits with the best of them. 

For nearly half a century Daniel 
Frohman has been a conspicuous fig- 
ure in the history of the American 
stage. Together with his brother, 
Charles, they formed a combination 
that was justly celebrated through- 
out the world’s stagedom. He is now 
hale and hearty and the merry twin- 
kle of his eye denotes a mind full of 
activity and latent humor. 

“I am going to produce some new 
plays next season,” said Mr. Froh- 
man. “And while we are talking about 
plays, I can’t help but let my mind go 
back to the old days when I was first 
engaged in the business. When I first 
started, back in the ’70s, I used to go 
out and paste my own bills, and a stage 
star played anything and everything 
and tn one town after another where 
he was supported by the local com- 
pany, who also were supposed to be 
up on all the current plays and able 
to support him in whatever he wanted 
to play. 

“I think that motion pictures have 
acted as the greatest educational in- 
fluence the world has ever known for 
the legitimate stage. They have not 
only been ef inestimable merit in 
educating the great mass of the gen- 
eral public to the value of the theater, 
but have also acted as a great influence 
for good and for the general educa- 
tion of the people. In the days be- 
fore the movies came into existence 
the man who worked all day found 
the gathering place for his friends at 
the corner saloon or the country 
store. Here he spent his money, and,

I was over to the Belasco offices the other day 
talking to Wendell Phillips Dodge, the press agent, when in walked David 
Belasco, who is my oldest friend in the show business, in point of acquaint- 
anceship. I was chaffing him about all the money he was laying aside, and 
remarked that neither Rockefeller, Carnegie nor himself could carry any of 
their wealth with them when they shuffled off this mortal coil, etc. Belasco 
smiled grimly as he said: “Come with me, Will, and I will show you where 
most of my money is going.” With that he led me to his spacious offices 
in another part of the building, and I never saw such a gorgeous lot of 
bric-a-brac and real antiques outside of a museum. When I asked him what 
the intrinsic value of the things in his offices alone were worth he modestly 
said: ‘‘About two hundred thousand dollars.” I asked him what had become 
of that $10,000 bed that was used during the run of his play, Du Barry, with 
Mrs. Leslie Carter, and he said that he still owned it, but it cost ten thousand 
francs; and not dollars. It is supposed that this famous bedstead was form- 
erly the property of the historical character, Marie Antoinette.

My earliest recollections of the show business, when I was a young man 
in San Francisco, center around David Belasco, who was, at the time I speak 
of, the assistant stage manager to the late James A. Herne, at the old 
Baldwin Theater there. I think I was one of the first newspaper men to 
give Mr. Belasco any great publicity, a fact that always made him grate- 
ful to myself and other writers at the time. I think I was the first one to 
suggest to him to get East where there were greater fields for his talents, 
as well as ambitions. He started East, finally, with Herne, and with a play 
that was written by both called Hearts of Oak. It made a good deal of 
money, and trouble came between the two friends that separated them. Mr. 
Belasco has always stated that he owed a great deal to the late Mr. Herne, 
who was generally considered one of the very best stage directors that America 
has ever produced. He will always be remembered best by his famous play, 
Shore Acres, in which he appeared so often. Of Mr. Belasco, his works, his 
high dramatic ideals and his place of importance as the greatest director of 
the present time are known to all who follow the dramatic news of the day. 
He has recently become interested in the management of the Lyceum Theater, 
and it is likely that before the present season is over he will personally put 
on a play there.

Mr. Pelasco is interested with both of his sons-in-law, William Elliott 
and Morris Gest, in the production of a big play called The Wanderer that 
is slated to open at the Manhattan Opera House on January 22, following 
the present run of Ben-Hur at that house. Ben Teal, another old Frisco 
friend of my éarly days, is rehearsing it, and he tells me this remarkable 
play of that idealist, Max Reinhardt, will create a great sensation when it 
is brought out here. The cast and accessories are said to be complete in 
every detail, as is to be expected with every stage production that that dra- 
matic wizard is connected with.

One of the most original as well as prolific press agents—I beg pardon, 
publicity promoters—of today is my friend, A. Toxen Worm, who sees to it 
that the Shuberts are well kept in the public prints. His latest origination 
is what he calls an Arboretum of Vocal Cages. Mr. Worm states seriously 
and soberly that in order that the voices of the chorus girls may be preserved 
for posterity the Shuberts have taken steps to establish an enterprise, with 
the above title, and has accordingly asked Frederick C. Conger, an arborist, 
with the assistance of Frank FE. Tours and Augustus Barrett, musical di- 
rectors, to plan out the proposed aboretum, which they want located in one 
of the city parks. This.idea for the preservation of the chorus girls’ voices 
is certainly new and unique. To quote the original Mr. Worm: 

“The arboretum will provide the city with a new and unusual place of 
entertainment as well as demonstrating to future generations the voice 
culture that prevails in musical comedy today. The cages will be placed in 
the tops of the trees forming the arboretum and these will contain phono- 
graphs in which voices have been recorded. Electric wires and buttons fas- 
tened to a switchboard at the entrance of the arboretum will set in motion 
any selection desired. Benches and chairs will be conveniently distributed 
for the comfort of the auditors. No voice will be placed in a cage which is 
not of superior quality. The first hearing will not be given for ten years, at 
which time the cages will be unlocked and the voices released first before a 
group of musical comedy producers and voice teachers and later for the 
benefit of the public.” 

It is not stated as yet what the average chorus girl thinks of the 
arboretum. Most of them generally think of the length of their season's en- 
gagement. I shall never forget the story told by the late and dearly remem- 
bered “Biff” Hall, newspaper man-police judge of Chicago. He said a girl 
of his acquaintance said to him: “Why, judge, just think of it. We re- 
hearsed over six week and we only stayed out an hour and fifteen minutes!”

That was some years ago, and, if I am not mistaken, he first went out ahead 
of James O'Neill, who was then a great star in Monte Cristo, and was under 
the management of William F. Connor, now handling the Divine Sarah Bern- 
hardt in this country. Mr. Worm has done some mighty good stunts in the 
newspaper publicity line in the past, particularly with E. H. Sothern and 
other big stars. —

to Mountfordism Is 


_ Materializing—Alleged Moral and 


Financial Support Absent 


Chicago, Dec. 25.—Rumors last week 
merely moved the strike agitation 
ahead to the next logical time, which 
happened to be today. But nothing 
materialized, and everything is as se- 
rene as though Mountford were not 
making his band-stand blares and 
grand-stand plays toward an end 
which he knows will do the vaudeville 
artists GOOD, but not in a beneficial 
way.

E. F. ALBEE AND VAUDEVILLE 


By E. F. ALBEE 


Apprehensive ts the word ¢o apply 
to the feeling with which I approach 
this article. Were it not for the many 
pleasant surprises I have received 
through nice letters from vaudeville 


_ artists within the past year I do not 


believe anything could have induced 
me to publicly give my views on the 
relations that should exist between 
the vaudeville artists and vaudeville 
managers. 

The same man who asked me for 
this story has asked me before, saying 
the vaudeville artist needed to know 
the actual sentiment of the manager. 
I did not believe it. I had read too 
much reviling of the vaudeville man- 
ager to think that artists playing in 
vaudeville and some of them on the 
best terms of friendship with mana- 
gers needed to know anything more 
about how the manager felt than they 
seemingly were content to see in priat 


from time to time written by their 
self-confessed representatives. 


These letters, however, that I have 
mentioned have done much to change 
my mind in that respect. They are 
from intellectual artists who can think 
and they have told me a great deal I 
didn't believe about the vaudeville art- 
iets. 

For years while the manager has 
been fighting to keep himeelf afloat 
and build theaters that vaudeville art- 
ists should be delighted to see go up, 
the manager has acen also during that 
game time the artist fighting him. 
Why, I don't know and I can't figure 
out. I have never heard a manager in 
the legitimate reviled by the legitimate 
actor as the vaudevillian does the 
vaudeville manager, and yet the vaude- 
ville artist in his position when he's 
competent to secure engagements is 
away above the legitimate in contin- 
uous time and remuneration. There 
ia really no comparison between the 
two on those points, 

In these times it is said an article 
from a vaudevite manager must be 
read with interest by every vaude- 
villian. I hope so, and if I find that it 
fe true every vaudeville manager I 
am sure, as well as myself, will be 
only too pleased to have a communion 
of thought through interviews in the 
trade press rather than by blatherskite, 
paid-for publicity that sets vaudeville 
up as a mark by all those who may 
wish to throw mud at it. 

I want to get down to facta in this 
article, for while I am about it I migh 
just as well say everything that is i 
my mind that I can think of. The fl 
thing is that, notwithstanding wha 
anyone may tell the actor, the vaude 
ville manager is not against him. 
Mettle or even less thought should 
convincing on that. We managers, 
business men who have our money, 
represented by our theaters, to pro- 
tect, do not want differences with the 
people who play for us. We want 
those theaters to thrive, for they must 
make money if we are to remain in 
vaudeville. Yet the actor is easily led 
into the groove of resentment against 
the manager. Again, why? I can’t 
understand it. 

All other managers I am certain 
will endorse what I say when I assert 
that if we were aMowed to give our 
attention only to our business, which 
is providing vaudeville entertainment 
that will attract the public, we wou'd 
all be happier than to have the atten- 
tion our bus'ness demands diverted 
by disgruntled artists who claim they 
are mistreated. 

I have been in vaudeville many 
years. It seems ages, but I remember 
many things, and I remember some 
acts today that were acts long ago. I 
often wonder why they don't step fer- 


ward to inform the younger genera- 
tion of the changed conditions from 
those times. We have seen vaudeville 
grow together. Vaudeville ts not like 
a legitimate production that may be- 
come a hit over night. Vaudeville must 
be nursed and watched. No one can 
tell Tuesday morning after the Mon- 
day opening anything about vaude- 
ville. It may be months before a new 
house gives any signs of getting over. 
Meantime we managers must carry 
that house, settle the losses, take on 
all the treubles and pay all the freight. 
If bad times come we can’t take 
vaudeville off and put on something 
else in a minute. We must droop 
with the times, but during these days 
of a house going up or coming down 
the vaudeville act draws its salary. 


Nor is there any more comparison 
with the salary of years ago than there 
is in the general condition. B. F. Keith 
was the father of this vaudeville we 
have with us. I had the honor to be 
with him for many years and person- 
ally know what he had to go through, 
te place vaudeville in the high estate 
it now enjoys. 

As vaudeville came along the acts 
came along with #. As our patron- 
age increased and became what we 
might consider permanent we com- 
menced to give better shows. Salaries 
started to ascend and this attracted 
new faces into vaudeville. When the 
general public realized a “variety 
show" had at last been turned into an 
entertainment other managers were 
enabled to embark in vaudeville with 
comparative safety if they carefully 
watched their business. Ag the years 
passed vaudeville spread until the 
country was dotted with it and the B. 
F. Keith kind of vaudeville became s0 
favorably known that other managers 
presented vaudeville programs of a 
lesser grade for a smaller admission, 
which seemed to meet with the ap- 
proval of another mass of people who 
held our vaudeville in strong regard 
even though they were unable to af- 
ford the prices we were obliged to 
charge to meet expenses. 


Acts in the early days didn't think 
of the number of shows they would 
play daily. They only wandered where 
they could work. We managers had 
no time to think of how many per- 
formances acts should play. We were 
busy enough wondering where we 
could get money to build or finish a 
theater or have a payroll ready on 
time. 


Artists sometimes object to playing 
ore than twv performances a day. 
he reason they now object to it is 
use we inaugurated two shows 
daily in our theaters after giving con- 
tinuous performances. We didn’t give 
two shows daily to please the artist, 
We changed into the two-daily pla 


ter bill. 


I have never heard the artist say 
the manager works too long daily. The 
actor has two shows to do. It keeps 
them so occupied that many take out 
a side line on the road to make extra 
money with. All the manager has to 
do during the day is to be at his office 
before the bank opens so he will be 
fairly certain a note due will be met, 
see that his bill for next week is taken 
care of, and a hundred other things 
are looked after. At night, after hav- 
ing worked 10, and often 15 hours that 
day, he must go home early because 
another 9 o’clock day begins the next 
morning. 

Still I don’t presume the artist is in- 
terested in all that, nor is it necessary 
that he should be. The manager pro- 
vides the theater, the act plays in it. 
In that way we are associated, in busi- 
ness anyway, but there should be 
closer ties, more friendly ones than I 
have been able to observe for a long 
time. 


hrough discovering we could attract

I think I should draw the attention . 
of the artist to one thing that seems 


to me very important. The more the- 
aters there are the more engagements 
there will be for the actor. Two sea- 
sons ago, I think it was, just about 
this time, it looked very dark for 
vaudeville. The chances then were 
that half the vaudeville theaters would 
have to close. But we weathered it 
through, with the aid of the actor, who 
willingly accepted a smaller salary for 
the time being. That was the proper 
epirit. If the managers had been 
obliged to close their theaters then the 
acts instead of playing a full season 
could have only played one-half. 


While I have been reading lately of 
strike news Mr. Keith and myself have 
at the same time been planning to 
build two more theaters for high grade 
vaudeville, one in Providence and an- 
other in Syracuse. That means more 
work for the acts. We are about to 
open another house in New York. Tha‘ 
means more work for the acts. For 
two years following the depression we 
have been desperately striving to re- 
claim a couple of our New York houses 
back into the first rank columns once 
more. That means more work. 

I have advocated for the past four 
or five years an artists’ organization 
for beneficial purposes, and not for 
militant purposes. I have always fully 
believed that such an organization 
would be of the greatest importance 
to the vaudeville business, realising as 
I do that there must be conditions 
which should be regulated, and having 
the disposition as far as Mr. Keith's 
and my own theaters are concerned it 
would seem to me that with the in- 
fluence of the large circuits working 
in unison with the actor it would be 
productive of much good to the actor 
as well as to the manager in general. 

I have always believed, and find 
that my associates feel the same way, 
that our business is of such a nature 
that what they call a closed shon 
would be a menace to its progress. We 
must all realize that every dollar that 
igs paid out—from the scrub woman's 
salary to the highest paid artist, and 
manager included — comes directly 
from the box office. To disrupt this 
element of the business would be fa- 
tal. It is a protection over the vaude- 
ville artist and his profession. The 
more severe the closed shop the more 
evils that would creep in, and the busi- 
ness in a short time would deteriorate 
for the want of. personality. 

If the managers were restricted in 
any way from employing when they 
please and whom they please without 
being obliged to consult the heads of 
an actors’ organization it would be a 
serious handicap to the vaudeville 
business. 

No layman or any actor has any 
dea of the intricacies of the businese, 
f the difficulties met with in getting 
gether a show to please an exacting 
ublic, and that public one that is be- 
ee more familiar with vaudeville 
than the average showman js, for they 

ee it every week and know every act 

y heart, and when that act is repeat- 

d time and time again you'll find 
Patronage falling off. 

The manager must be keen enough 
to regulate his business to such an ex- 
tent that these acts are booked in dif- 
ferent parts of the country at different 
times, so that when they do appear 
they are more or less fresh in the pub- 
lic mind. 

There are all kinds of conditions, 
such as financing the big vaudeville 
houses that are being built today: ob- 
ligations that are incurred in our busi- 
ness to meet the large demands of in- 
creased salaries of artists and house 
employees, including musicians and 
stage hands. We charge no more for 
our admission, but our expenses have 
been increased one-third. One can look 
back only a short time ago to the old 
showman and point out that business 
principles in theatricals was the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. 

Little by little small circuits have 
been enlarged, business principles have 
been employed, so that today there is 
not a business on earth that pays to 
those in its employ the salaries that 
does vaudeville. 


I fully believe that the actor should 
aave an association based on the game 
business principles, to take care of the 
sick, bury the dead, a fund to take 
care of the old and needy, a ferm of 
insurance; in fact, a beneficial and so- 
cial organisation, a spirit of the friend- 
Hest relations existing between the 
manager and the artist. On their 
board of arbitration, if such a ¢hing is 
ever brought about, should be men of 
high standing on both sides and the 
now talked of abuses would goen be 
eliminated and regulated by two such 
organizations. 

The present vaudeville acters’ asso- 
ciation has been in existence to my 
knowledge for over fifteen years, and 
I can see no headway made by them 
of eny kind in the right direction or 
for the benefit of the artist at large. 
On the other hand, in the theaters we 
find the greatest improvement in every 
respect as far as the artist is con- 
cerned. Better theaters, better dress- 
ing rooms, better detail on the stage 
for the presentation of their acts, 
larger and better orchestras, expert 
stage management and stage empley- 
ees, etc., for the: artist, which years 
ago was unknown. This denotes a 
healthy condition and should be car- 
ried along as far as an actors’ agsoci- 
ation is concerned in the same spirit 
that the managers have developed 
their part of it, with enthusiasm and 
liberality, with a thought for all. 

The Actors’ Fund of America, of 
which I am a director, has done much . 
good for tts unfortunate members. I 
can find no record in the vaudeville 
actors’ association of any such results. 
it has been militant. The cry is qon- 
stantly, “Down with the managers,” 
and es long as that cry continues in 
that vein there will be no progress ex- 
cept what the managers make them- 
seives for the benefit of the actor. 

I hope the cay will come when the 
closer relation: and the most friendly 
feeling will exis: between the artist 
and manager. The @ay when ther can 
work on a comms plan for tie im- 
provement of their iine of business. A 
time when the manager can sender 
help to that actors’ agsociation “1 mcr- 
@i and financial way, instead of as now 
through the present methods be 
obliged to give their assistance in a 
financial way through other actors’ 
organizations than those employed in 
the vaudeville business, 


And I believe on that day. ‘f & ever 
does come, the vaudeville artists and 
the vaudeville managers will deeply 
regret all these years of bickering and 
the slandering ef the most prosperous 
branch of the ‘theatrical business. It 
has resulted in no good for the aotor, 
and has deterred the maneger from 
doing what he otherwise would have 
done toward the successful carrying 
out of a vaudeville actors’ association. 

Much has been sa!2 by the agitators 
of the treatment the women ef vaude- 
ville receive from these they are 
obliged to do business wih. I have 
been in vaudeville for thirty years, and 
in all that time I have found no aetual 
cases of this alleged despicab!e prac- 


* tice. If it exists to tie extent that the 


agitator claims i: could have been 
wiped out years ago as far as the B. 
F. Keith Circuit is concerned, and if 
on any other circuit action ould have 
been taken by reputable managers so 
drastic that the offender would be ply- 
ing some other line of business than 
vaudeville. For the women of our pro- 
fession I have the deepest and highest 
respect. In the thirty years I have 
been in vaudeville I have never seen 
one instance of misbehavior on the 
part of a woman in vaudeville. I 
have had my office, in the old days, 
back on the stage. I have never heard 
language used other than that which 
one would hear in the most respect- 
able homes. I have never seen a dress- 
ing room door left open for the gaze of 
the curious, and my experience has 
been that the women of vaudeville 
have as much modesty and respect- 
ability as in any other calling on earth, 
and the Vaudeville Managers’ Protect- 
ive Association will be the first to take 
drastic action on receipt of a com- 
plaint from any woman artist.

The city ordinance under which Commissioner 
Bell issued the Winter Garden Hcense particu- 
larly stipulates that there shall be no change 
of costume during any Sunday concert. 


ALBEE ADVOCATES 
Association To Benefit the Artists 


In a recent interview with E. F, Albee the 
statement that the vaudeville managers are al- 
ways willing to advance the proper kind of a 
vaudeville artists’ association, one that would 
be a denefit to the actor, not a militant associa- 
tien, was fully substantiated. Mr. Albee said: 
“I have advocated for the past four or five years 
an organization for beneficial purposes and not 
for militant purposes. I have always fully be- 
lieved that such an organization would be of the 
greatest importance to the vaudeville business at 
large, realizing as I do that there must de con- 
ditions which should be regulated, and, having 
the disposition, as far as Mr. Keith’s and my 
own theaters are concerned, it would seem to me 
chat with the influence of the large circuits 
working in unison with the actor it would be 
productive of much good to the actor as well as 
to the manager in general. 

“I have always believed, and find that my 
associates feel gpe same way, that our business 
is of such a nature that what they call a closed 
shop would be & menace to the business, 

“‘We must all realize that every dollar that 
is paid out—from the scrub woman's salary 
to the highest paid artist, and manager in- 
cluded—comes directly from the box-office. To 
disrupt this element of the business would be 
fatal. It is a protection over the vaudeville 
artist and his profession. The more severe the 
closed shop the more evils that would creep 
in, and the business, in a short time, would de- 
teriorate for the want of personality. 

“If the managers were restricted in any way 
from employing whom they pleased and for the 
length of time they pleased it would be a 
serious handicap to the vaudeville business. 

“No layman or any actor has any idea of the 
‘ntricacies of the business, of the difficulties met 
with in getting together a show to please an 
exacting public, and that public one that is be- 
coming more familiar with vaudeville than the 
average showman is, for they see it every week 
and know every act by heart, and when that act 
is repeated time and time again you'll find pat- 
ronage falling off. 

“The manager must be keen enough to regulate 
his business to such an extent that these acts 
are booked in different parte of the country at 
different times, so that when they do appear 
they are more or less fresh in the public mind, 

“There are all kinds of conditions such as 
financing the big vandeville houses that are be- 
Ing built today, obligations that are incurred 
in our business to meet the large demands of 
increased anlaries of artists and house employees, 
ineluding musicians and «tage hands, We charge 
no more for our admission, bat our expenses 
have been increased one-third. One can look 
back only a short time ago to the old showman,

Editorial Comment 


While for the most part the vaude- 
artists of America have repudiated 
Mountfordism, this does not mean 
that an equally large majority of the 
Profession has lost faith in trade 
unionism as a remedy for. their ills 
and afflictions. 


It merely signifies that the artists 
have discovered that Mountfordism, 
even when endorsed and defended by 


such a real and honest actor as James 
William FitzPatrick, is not trade 
unionism, but only a false image of 
it. 


So, while Mountfordism is dead and 
Whiteratism rapidly dying, trade 
unionism is still a very lively issue and 
the faith of many of its adherents and 
advocates as firm and unshaken as 
ever. 


These freely grant that they have 
no hour-day problem to solve, and 
that the apprentice question and the 
matter of a minimum wage are very 
minor afflictions—by no means the big 
and important things they are to 
skilled artisans, mechanics and la- 
borers—and yet, because trade union- 
ism has coped with them successfully, 
they have persuaded themselves that 
it will be equally efficacious with other 
and quite different propositions. This 
seems poor reasoning to us, almost as 
poor as that of the vast number of 
passe, worn-out and inutile players 


among the small-time actors, who are 


little business acumen, and that great 
geniuses are usually almost entirely 
devoid of the bargaining instinct. 
Generalizations such as these may be 
more or less true, but when we con- 
sider the ‘“‘reasoning” some actors are 
guilty of we can not but believe that 
all artists are children. 

Their premises are wishes, not facts. 
They start with what ought to be, not 
what is, and argue therefrom to the 
conclusion with which they started as 
a premise all to as great purpose as a 
dog chasing his tail.

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[GOSSIP OF THE FAIR SEX

While chatting with Jessie Bonstelle this morning she told me how Lit- 
tle Women, which William A. Brady is now presenting at the Park Theater 
for a special three weeks’ Christmas engagement, first came to be dramatized 
by Marian de Forest. After trying for eight years to get their consent Jessie 
Bonstelle finally secured the dramatic rights of Little Women from the Alcott 
family. Everything about the book was naturally hallowed to the Alcotts. 
Aunt Louisa’s masterpiece was more than a financial heritage to them; it was 
a legacy and shared with family traditions and memories too sacred to be 
presented to the public, but Miss Bonstelle finally convinced them that the 
spirit in which she wished to produce the play was one of entire reverence. 
Having once secured the rights the problem then arose who should dramatize 
the book? Miss Bonstelle went to several of her author and playwright friends, 
but none of them could see a play in Little Women. Rachael Crothers alone 
admitted that it had dramatic possibilities, but she was not inclined to drama- 
tize any book at that time. In despair Miss Bonstelle went to her friend, Miss 
de Forest, dramatic editor of The Buffalo Express. ‘“Indeed,’’ said Miss de 
Forest, “I think the book has tremendous possibilities for a play, but who is 
going to dramatize it?’ ‘You are,” said Jessie Bonstelle. Miss de Forest pro- 
tested, but finally set to work, and, although it is saff that plays are written 
and rewritten, and Erstwhile Susan, which Miss de Forest dramatized some 
years later, was rewritten no less than seven times, Little Women, her very 
first play, was only rewritten once. 


Old Lady 31 is not exactly the most euphonious name for an opera, but 
Louis Jay Gerson, who edits an interesting little magazine called Opera News, 
recently wrote an editorial in which he pleads for an American Strauss who 
can “Rosenkavalier”’-this play and some of our other own home stories into 
real American operas. Mr. Gerson selects The Music Master and Old Lady 31 
as stories which stand out as fine examples of American life and sympathy 
wherein human emotion is rendered with skill and exactness, and claims they 
would both make wonderful operas. Mr. Gerson says in part: “Our American 
composers fail to realize the possibilities of a successful embodying of Twen- 
tieth Century life into their musical creations. Contrarily, they turn their 
thoughts to classical literature for a story upon which to hang their musical 
work, Why Mona, a story of classic Brittany, should be chosen, seems as 
strange as other efforts, which have adopted Cyrano de Bergerac, Pipe of De- 
sire, Madeleine, etc., as structures for American grand opera. How much bet- 
ter, and more in keeping with American life, if the composer would take for 
his story our national life as we live it today and in our own country. The 
jewels of naturalness, in a setting of beautiful music, wherein the human emo* 
tions and natural impulses play predominantly, appeal more strongly to us all, 
and win the reward of commendation.” Personally, I can’t imagine Old 
Lady 31 as a grand opera, but as a play I find it one of the most delightful 
productions of the season. Although Emma Dunn says she hates playing 
“motherly” parts, she certainly has brought it on herself, if managers keep her 
at this type role, by doing so excellently in the part of the lovable Angie. 
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Sketohes from Old Lady 31 at 39th Street Thoater, New York. 


Women, has been on the stage practically all her life. She began her career 
in New York at the old New York Theater in Chatham Square, long since torn 
down. 
Mrs. Eberle, “but my husband and I have appeared in so many playa and with 
so many actors in our sixty years on the stage that it js a curious thing that I 
never know where to begin when people ask me for details, I simply have to 
put things down on paper, I first went on the stage in 1857, four years before 
the War of the Rebellion, so my experience covers really all the rich years of 
American drama.

Ninety-five roles in six months Is the record made by Klse Adler, the 
pretty Hungarian prima donna in Miss Springt!me at the New Amsterdam 
Theater, “Few American actresses would tolerate such rigid stage training as 
we receive in: Hungary,” says Miss Adler, “though nothing else makes for 
such versatility and such command of technique of the theater.” In Troppau, 
Hungary, Miss Adler was the leading member of the Court Theater, and not 
only played ninety-five roles in half a year's time, ranging all the way from 
grand opera to farce, but had to furnish her own costumes, usually made by

Few managers seem to appreciate the value of | 


the man on the inside, who can talk on the 
show in an entertaining and intelligent manner, 
It seems to be a case of ‘get ‘em in,’ then any 
one can lecture to them am! let them go out 
with any opinion of the show that they please. 
This statement is borne out by the fact that 
there ure so few men of ability who care to 
take the inside of a show, but the fact remains 
that there are plenty of good lecturers to be 
had if the managers will bring themselves to 
see the value of an inside man by paying the 
right kind of salary. I know managers Who 
would pay fifty dollars to a man on the front 
and think nothing of it, yet would think they 
were peying an inside man a lot of money if 
they gave him twenty-five. The managers will 
advance the argument that it is the man on the 
front who gets them the money, and their 
argument {s correct as far as it goes, but ts It 
not just as essential to deliver goods property 
after it has been sold? I maintain that a gooa 
inside lecturer is fust as much of a feature, and 
fa worth just as much salary to the manager, av 
ome attraction he can put in his show, Especially 
is this true of the pit show located for more than 
a day in a town, where repraters mean a good 
Part of the business. If the inside man ts 
clean-cut and knows what he is talking about, 
pa and affable, entertaining and convincing 
his discourse, he is going to make an im- 
upon bis audiences thet will mean box- 
office receipts to the manager., In other words, 
he will ‘square the show.’ But the managers 
must appreciate the fact that a man who Is 
capable of lecturing on the inside of a show, as 
I have outlined, is also capable of making a 
pretty fair salary elsewhere, and, in order to 
get such a man, the remuneration must be suf- 
ficient to make the proposition attractive. 8. 
W. Gompertz is one exception to the rule that 
managers do not realize the value of an inside 
lecturer. He knows what an inside man means 
to hiq show, and is willing to pay the right 
salary to get the right man. I I have 
succeeded in starting a little discussion on the 
subject, and IL would be pleased to hear from 
some of my brother lecturers and get their ideas 
th h this column.

As tie mind controls 
the body, so when you are convinced it is easy 
to convinee the public. Be sure you are staged 
right before you attempt to work, I see so many 
open on a shoestring, no front, bad appearance, 
whisky-soaked, etc.—they queer themselves be- 
fore they start, and then wonder why they are 
pot a success. The public are wise. They can 
fell a dollar by its appearance, and the public 
will not patronize when appearance is against 
the joint—when they think you are broke. Many 
make tle mistake of dealing in sympathy, plead. 
ing and begging the public to buy. How many 
of you have made a great talk and got a frost? 
Why? Simply because the public could see you 
needed the money, It’s not the silvery-tongued 
orator who gets the woney in the pitch business, 
The great talkers and orators are not pitclimen. 
They couldn't buy soup with their talk. It is 
the independent talker who hits the nail on the 
head, knows how to get down to the joint and 
tells them to take it or leave it. ‘That’s the 
kind who succeeds. Of course, there must be 
system—this, with a little trick, act or move, 
can bring victory from defeat, * 

“There are many who jump into the pitch and 
medicine business without preparing themselves 
for the business. They see a successful man 
work and think it is easy. It looks easy, but 
they hardly realize the years of study and ex- 

rience required to make that man proficient. 
| mene business or profession requircs years of 
study and experience before one can make a 
success of it—and this profession is no different. 

“One type of pitchman we meet is he who 
likes to boast and tell how smart he is; how, 
for instance, he sends boys of the town to buy 
gasoline to make snake oil, then buys bottles 
and drugs in the same town, then seils it all 
back to the natives, and, after the pitch, visits 
the saloons and throws his money on the bar or 
flash the roll so his friends (7) can see how 
bright he is. Such actions as these make It 
hard for the next man to follow. Men with 
money and who are successful do not flash their 
money or diamonds, Money you carry on your 
person is dangerous. Wise men will not carry 


' more than fifty dollars. Banks and investments 


are the proper places for money. 

*“‘Here are a few who have made a business 
of pitching and worked as business men, and 
who are successful. These men were conserva- 
tive: Lie Cooper, Wm, Vurpilatt, Hal- A, Curtiss, 
Dr. Rucker, Frank Cloud, Harry Daley, James 
Cunningham, Ben Bruns, Dr, R. C. Anderson, 
Dr. Payne, Jess Cooper. These men have: ac- 
cumulated fortunes, ranging from $25,000 to a 
balf million—they are in the business for busi- 
ness’ sake. I have worked with them and owe 
them all a debt of gratitude, as they taught 
me the business and proved to me that if they 
could do it so could I. 

“Just remember this: Get in one line, stick 
to it—don’t keep changing from one joint to 
another. Always be staged right—good front, 
neat and clean.

Will Abolish Footage 


System of Releasing 


Subjects—Entire Business Placed on Per- 
centage Basis—Policy Likely To Mark 
Long Stride Forward

New York, Dec. 23.—The expected announce- 
ment of a change in the policy of the General 
Film Company, which was promised when Ben- 
jamin B. Hampton was recently elected president 
of the concern to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of George Kleine, was made in ai 
official statement issued by President Hampton 
this week. The new policy will mark an im- 
portant step forward in the business methods 
of this company in placing its film products 
op the market. 

“The demand of the present seems to call for 
a different method,” ‘said President Hampton. 
“While in the great majority of theaters the 
demand is still for the reliable program of 
General Film, there are many exbibitors who 
want to use those of the longer subjects, usually 
known as features, with the shorter program 
items. To meet this condition the manufac- 
turers who constitute the Board of Directors 
of General Film Company have voted unani- 
mously to de away with the footage systein 
and to place the entire business on a percentage 
basis. This change will take place after Jan- 
wary 1. Likely thie is the most redical chauge 
ever made in the industry, and I feel that its 
effects will be of untold value to exhibitors 
and theatergoers everywhere. 

“From the day of its start-—ns the pioneer 
distributing medium of motion pictures—unoti 
now the General Film Company has conducted 
its business on the basis of footage. That is, 
the company has leased or purchased film from 
ihe manufacturers enjoying the privileges of 
distributing through its exchanges, or branch 
ottices, charging the exhibitor a specified sum 
for a program of so many reels a week. 

In the early days of the industry this was an 
excellent system. In fact, it was practically 
the only method by which the exhibitor could 
be assured of a steady program of consistent 
eqeitliay 

“General Film programs have justly earned 
the reputation of regularly carrying high grade, 
short-lergth product. and = this revolutionary 
charge menna that they will be even better. 
In fact. I think I am within proper bounds 
when I predict that within a few months thea- 
tergoers will see short features of a quality 
heretofore believed impossible. With each pic- 
ture renting solely on its own merits the good 
short picture will have an cpportunity to earn 
to its fullest capacity. Every picture produced 


under this system will be a feature, no matter 
what its length may be. 

“In addition to the shorter subjects Gener. 
Filn will soon announce a definite plan of re- 
leasing longer pictures. ‘Footage’ will not b. 
the first consideration in these photoplays. They 
will be ‘boiled down’ to whatever length . 
right. A 5,000-foot feature, that needs to oe 
cut to 4,000 feet, will be cut, and dramas tha 
would move quickly through 3.200 feet will not 
be padded out to five-reelers. In addition to 
the pictures known as ‘features’ General 
Film will distribute several plays of five and 
ten reels in length. Iu short, we plan to de- 
velop our distribution to handle. everything 
needed by everyone—from the greatest to the 
humblest,"’

States to a private truce, agreement or treaty in which any rights that 
showmen or the people at large enjoy will be ignored or surrendered. 

From an arrangement such as this it is but a single step to a 
combination having a purpose even more sinister. 
of the railroads and the brotherhoods, fearful of national contro! that 
will reduce both of them to subjection, can combine for defense, they 
are likely soon to unite for aggression. 

What if these interests, operating in thorough accord, were pres- 
ently to agree that there must be higher wages and higher freight 
rates to meet them, and it should appear that a desperate situation 
like that of last August had reproduced itself, with added terror, as the 
well calculated program of elements no longer at war with each other
